Parents struggle 
to bring son home

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
native Patrick Rooney remains 
two thousand miles away from his 
family and friends after a 
Larimer County, Colo., judge on 
Friday, Aug. 28th denied Rooney’s 
request to have his $5,000 bond 
reduced. 


The 24-year-old left Humboldt 
State University in Arcata, Callif., 
in October 1996 to join a nomadic 
religious group. After cutting off 
all ties to his family, Rooney’s 
parents found him three weeks 
ago at the Fort Collins, Colo., pub- 
police there to report that their 


son had an outstanding arrest 
warrant for larceny in Wilming- 
ton. Rooney's parents took out 
the larceny complaint two years 
ago after he allegedly stole money 
from them.

Tuition lowered at 
Bunker Hill 


BOSTON - Obtaining a degree at 
Bunker Hill Community College, 
Boston, has become more afford- 
able. Using an innovative combina- 
tion of state and federal fundii 
the Community College Access 
Grant Program will allow students 
who meet certain federal financial 
aid eligibility criteria to attend col 
lege for as little as $500 per year, 
and in many cases, at no cost. 

To qualify for the Access Grant, 
students enrolled in an associate 
degree or qualified certificate pro- 
gram must first complete the Free 
Application of Federal Aid 
(FAFSA). The information obtained 
from this form determines the Es- 
timated Family Contributions 
(EFC) for each student. BHCC can 
make it easy for you. Once this key 
first step is completed, financial 
aid officers at Bunker Hill will work 
closely with students to secure the 
best financial aid package avail- 
able. Students with an EFC of $2,250 
or below (roughly equivalent to an 
average family income of $36,000) 
will be eligible for financial a: 
tance sufficient to meet the full cost 
of tuition and fees. Students with 
family incomes up to $80,000 will 


pay a net cost of no more than $500, 
after receiving the HOPE tax credit. 

President Mary L. Fifield said, 
“The educational opportunities that 
have enriched the lives of over 
150,000 students during the past 25 
years at Bunker Hill will now be 
more accessible to many others 
through this program. Combined 
with existing fipancial aid pro- 
grams, earning a degree in Massa- 
chusetts is now affordable to al- 
most every resident.”

ol the outstanding arrest warrant 
against him, according to Larimer 
County Deputy District Attorney 
Tammie Niemann. For Rooney to 
be released, Niemann said some- 
one would have to pay the entire 
$5,000 bond or 10 to 15 percent of 
it. She noted, however, that this 
depends on the bail bondsman 

Niemann explained that on Aug. 
26th Rooney refused to waive ex- 
tradition at his hearing in 
Larimer County Courthouse on 
charges he is a fugitive from jus- 
tice in Massachusetts. “If he had 
waived extradition, he would have 
been returned to Massachusetts 
within 10 to 15 days [to face the 
larceny charge],” stated Nie- 
mann, 

The district attorney's office now 
has to prove that the person want- 
ed in Wilmington is the same per- 
son arrested in Colorado because 
Rooney refused to waive extradi- 


tion. Rooney's next court date ap- 
pearance is September 28. 

Niemann expressed that they are 
waiting for a governor's rant 
from Massachusetts that will 
allow Rooney to be returned to 
Wilmington to face the larceny 
charge. She anticipates having 
the warrant at the next court date. 
The 1993 Wilmington High School 
graduate joined the unnamed, re- 
ligious nomadic group two years 
ago. Leader Jim Roberts founded 
the group in 1971. In a segment of 
PrimeTime Live, which looked 
into the cult, Roberts’ followers 
are referred to as “the Garbage 
Eaters” or “the Roberts’ Group” 
When Rooney's father, Charles 
Rooney, was contacted at home on 
Tuesday night Sept. 2 by the Town 
Crier, he stated that the family 
was under a lot of emotional 
stress and would prefer to deal 
with the matter as a family.

1) Campaign Finance Reform: 

Are you in favor of a law limit- 
ing the amount of money candi- 
dates may spend to run for state 
office? This would include the of- 
fices of Governor, Lt. Governor, 
Attorney General, Treasurer, Gov- 
ernor’s Council, State Senator, 
State Representative and Secre- 
tary of State. 

A. Rep. James Miceli: Absolute- 
ly. The one aspect of campaigning 
that I don’t enjoy is fund-raising. 

On this issue, the Legislature 
enacted Chapter 43 of the Acts of 
1994. This was heralded as land- 
mark legislation by many, but as 
far as I was concerned it didn’t go 
far enough. 

This legislation cut the amount 
an individual could give to a can- 
didate in half, the amount a lob- 
byist could contribute by 80 per- 
cent, and PAC’s in half. 

The law also allows candidates 
for State Representative to accept 
cash contributions up to $50.00, 
providing that a record is kept of 
these contributions, and they are 
divulged in a lump sum amount on 
your filing. You must keep a 
record of these names. 

I absolutely feel that all cash 
contributions should be prohibited 
and that all contributions should 
be by check. 

I feel that this section of the 
law has been abused and will con- 
tinue to be abused. 

There is no. absolute paper trail 
when you allow cash contribu- 
tions. 

I have always supported a limi- 


tation on the amount of money a 
candidate could spend. 

I would start with State Repre- 
sentative and cap the amount at 
$20,000. 

In order to create a level play- 
ing field, I would then eliminate 
PAC and Lobbyists contributions. 

I have always adhered to the 
letter of the law relative to this 
issue, but I feel that by the inclu- 
sion of the above reforms the sys- 
tems would be made better. 

A. Mike Newhouse: I support

2) Open Space Preservation: 

How will you support conserva- 
tion of open space in Wilmington 
and Tewksbury? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: I have 
significant background relative to 
Open Space preservation in the 
town of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

In Wilmington, I filed an 
Article for Town Meeting with the 
support of a majority of my fellow 
Selectmen and ultimately a 2/3's 
vote of Town Meeting. We took ap- 
proximately 154 acres for a Town 
Forest. The total cost of this pris- 
tine parcel was approximately 
$160,000. This is the largest acqui- 
sition of open space in the commu- 
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nity. 

In Tewksbury, with the support 
of Town Officials, the Townspeople 
and the Hospital Trustees, I have 
successfully filed legislation and 
had enacted into law bills which 
transferred from the State to the 
‘Town approximately 60 acres to be 
used for recreation and open 
space. 

We in the Legislature enacted 
the Open Space Bill in 1996. The 
Bill allowed local governments to 
purchase land for open space.

When the Education Act of 1993 
was debated, the outstanding 
questions at that time were:

Specifi 
cally, I would advocate earmark- 
ing a percentage of the state tax 
that currently is paid upon the 
transfer of real estate, to go back 
to the community where the prop- 
erty is located. These funds could 
be applied directly to the town's 
open space acquisition fund. 

On the local level, I have sup- 
ported the formulation of an open 
space plan that will enable Wilm- 
ington to take advantage of state 
grants. I have urged the Town 
Manager to see to it that an open 
space plan is completed as soon as 
possible. 


3) Education Reform: 

What will you do to assure that 
Education Reform is funded by 
the state in a manner that is fair 
to all towns in Massachusetts? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: There 
have been other attempts to 
reform our Education Program in 
the past by the Legislature and the 
Executive branch of government, 
but none has been as far reaching 
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level by the year 2000. 

Although I didn't vote for the 
bill originally because I felt there 
would be inadequacies, especially 
if the funding were lacking. I have 
supported this line item every 
year to ensure that the dollars 
would be there. 

The ideal time to address the 
formula would be when we review 
the whole package, which will 
probably be discussed again in the 
year 2000. 

After the year 2000, the funding 
isn’t specified in the legislation. 

In order to make changes, the 
whole question of aid will have to 
be addressed. Prior to this time, I 
would sit down with both commu- 
nities, which would include Super- 
intendents of Schools, School 
Committees, Finance Committees, 
Selectmen and Town Managers. 
Both communities are affected 
differently under the plan. 

The State League of Women 
Voters did an excellent in-depth 
study of Ed Reform and the inad- 
equacies of the formula. Their 
findings will be taken into consid- 
eration when this matter is dis- 
cussed. 

A. Mike Newhouse: The future 
of Education Reform is one of the 
most important issues in this cam- 
paign. The Education Reform Act 
of 1993 was enacted to serve four 
goals: (1) To increase student 
achievement; (2) To improve ac- 
countability for the success or fail- 
ure of education; (3) To make edu- 
cation more innovative and (4) To 
create equity. 

As a state representative, I 
would fight to make sure that 
whatever future funding mecha- 
nism is implemented will allow 
Wilmington and Tewksbury to 
receive their fair share of state 
funds. Apparently, Representative 
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Rep. Jim Miceli 


Miceli agrees with me that the 
funding formula currently penal- 
izes communities which have 
made a commitment to adequate- 
ly funding education at the local 
level. However, during the debate 
leading up to the enactment of 
Education Reform, and indeed 
during the five years since pas- 
sage, neither Representative 
Miceli nor the House Leadership 
has offered any legislation that 
addresses this problem 


4) Managed Care: 

What legislation would you pro- 
pose to ensure a patient’s right to 
high quality care in the current 
managed care environment? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: We have 
engrossed managed care reforms 
bills both in the House and the 
Senate. The different versions are 
under discussion. There are as- 
pects of the Senate version which 
I support which should also be 
included in the final version. 

The need for reform has been 
driven home to me time and time 
again by the number of constitu- 
ents who have called with com- 
plaints concerning their medical 
care. I fought on their behalf to 
make sure they got the health care 
they deserved. I took care of an 
elderly parent's health needs and 
had to battle with hospitals and 
doctors and the system to make 
sure she got her medical needs 
taken care of. 

Managed Care __ legislation 
should include the following: there 
shouldn't be financial incentive 
programs for providers that effect 
patients. Consumers should have 
information available including a 
report card so that they can com- 
pare plans. Plans have to be 
forced to respond to complaints 
about service and coverage expe- 
ditiously. Appeals by terminally ill 
patients should be fast tracked. 
There should be no undue inter- 
ference by the plan between the 
member and the doctors and hos- 
pitals. Plans have to provide 
important information to mem- 
bers and potential applicants. 
There should be places to go for 
members to have their complaints 
heard and to get information 
Consumers should be able to go to 
an emergency room directly with- 
out interference and red tape. Pa- 
tients utilizing specialist care 
shouldn't have to go through re- 
peated referrals that can interfere 
with their treatment. A doctor 
should be able to discuss treat- 
ment with patients and advocate 
for them 


A. Mike Newhouse: I support 
strong managed care reform mea- 
sures, which would ensure every- 
one has access to quality, afford- 
able healthcare. Moreover, | sup- 
port a patients’ bill of .rights to 
guarantee everyone is allowed to 
chose his/her own doctors, to see 
a specialist, and to visit the clos- 
est hospital regardless of whether 
the nearest hospital is under con- 
tract with the HMO. 

Every patient must have the 
right to sue HMO’s that have pro- 
vided irresponsible care.

5) Welfare Reform: 

What will you do to prevent 
harm to children under the cur- 
rent Welfare Reform Act? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: We have 
already taKeri steps Via targeted 
budget appropriations to help 
eliminate any potential problem 
that could effect children under 
the Welfare Reform Act. 

We have allocated $13,000,000 
for the children’s Medical Security 
Plan for children who don’t quali- 
fy for health care coverage under 
MASS Health, $17,000,000 in the 
Employment Services Child Care 
Program; $15,000,000 to fund ap- 
proximately 5,000 new child care 
slots for low income working fam- 
ilies; $85,000,000 under the 
Department of Education for com- 
munity partnership grants to find 
child care and related services to 
working families with children 
ages 3-4. 

Finally, we will have to track 
the effect of the Welfare Reform 
Act as it relates to children. 

A. Mike Newhouse: I oppose 
any severance in benefits to those 
recipients who have children. 

I also believe that we need to 
provide additional childcare so 
parents have an affordable, de- 
pendable place to care for their 
children while they are at work, or 
even while searching for work. We 
can accomplish this objective by 
offering tax incentives to employ- 
ers who provide childcare services 
or benefits: by more state funding 
for expanded after school pro- 
grams and _ pre-kindergarten 
schools; and implementing state 
scholarship and loan forgiveness 
programs to students who get a 
degree in childcare.

This would include the of- 
fices of Governor, Lt. Governor, 
Attorney General, Treasurer, Gov- 
ernor’s Council, State Senator, 
State Representative and Secre- 
tary of State. 

A. Rep. James Miceli: Absolute- 
ly. The one aspect of campaigning 
that I don’t enjoy is fund-raising. 

On this issue, the Legislature 
enacted Chapter 43 of the Acts of 
1994. This was heralded as land- 
mark legislation by many, but as 
far as I was concerned it didn’t go 
far enough. 

This legislation cut the amount 
an individual could give to a can- 
didate in half, the amount a lob- 
byist could contribute by 80 per- 
cent, and PAC’s in half. 

The law also allows candidates 
for State Representative to accept 
cash contributions up to $50.00, 
providing that a record is kept of 
these contributions, and they are 
divulged in a lump sum amount on 
your filing. You must keep a 
record of these names. 

I absolutely feel that all cash 
contributions should be prohibited 
and that all contributions should 
be by check. 

I feel that this section of the 
law has been abused and will con- 
tinue to be abused. 

There is no absolute paper trail 
when you allow cash contribu- 
tions. 

I have always supported a limi- 


tation on the amount of money a 
candidate could spend. 

I would start with State Repre- 
sentative and cap the amount at 
$20,000 

In order to create a level play- 
ing field, 1 would then eliminate 
PAC and Lobbyists contributions. 

I have always adhered to the 
letter of the law relative to this 
issue, but I feel that by the inclu- 
sion of the above reforms the sys- 
tems would be made better. 

A. Mike Newhouse: I support 
campaign spending limits provid- 
ed there are significant public fi- 
nancing of elections, free mail 
postage, and reduced or free 
advertising on television and 
radio, which allow equal amounts 
of time to all candidates. 

I believe soft money contribu- 
tions should be banned. 


2) Open Space Preservation: 

How will you support conserva- 
tion of open space in Wilmington 
and Tewksbury? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: I have 
significant background relative to 
Open Space preservation in the 
town of Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

In Wilmington, I filed an 
Article for Town Meeting with the 
support of a majority of my fellow 
Selectmen and ultimately a 2/3's 
vote of Town Meeting. We took ap- 
proximately 154 acres for a Town 
Forest. The total cost of this pris- 
tine parcel was approximately 
$160,000. This is the largest acqui- 
sition of open space in the commu- 
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nity. 

In Tewksbury, with the support 
of Town Officials, the Townspeople 
and the Hospital Trustees, I have 
successfully filed legislation and 
had enacted into law bills which 
transferred from the State to the 
Town approximately 60 acres to be 
used for recreation and open 
space. 

We in the Legislature enacted 
the Open Space Bill in 1996. The 
Bill allowed local governments to 
purchase land for open space. 

The self-help program is uti 
lized by conservation commis: 
sions for conservation programs. 


as this one. 

When the Education Act of 1993 
was debated, the outstanding 
questions at that time were: 

Would the State fulfill its obli- 
gation to fund this bill every year, 
and would this formula be fair to 
all of the cities and towns in the 
Commonwealth? 

We have funded our obligation 
every year because the dollars 
have been available. 

The purpose of this legislation 
was to make sure that all of the 
State’s public schools were funded 
equitably and adequately. 

We've targeted reaching this

Application for this round of 
grants were to be filed by the 
towns by June 1, 1998.

I can also file a line item reim- 
bursement in the State Budget to 
attempt to assist Tewksbury and 
Wilmington in this endeavor 

Chapter 61, 61A and 61B Lands 
can also be a source of open space 
preservation. I would also work 
with the Trust for Public Land. 

A. Mike Newhouse: I support 
open space acquisition fund pro- 
grams. 

The state can better assist local 
communities in establishing and 
accumulating such funds. Specifi- 
cally, I would advocate earmark- 
ing a percentage of the state tax 
that currently is paid upon the 
transfer of real estate, to go back 
to the community where the prop- 
erty is located. These funds could 
be applied directly to the town's 
open space acquisition fund. 

On the local level, I have sup- 
ported the formulation of an open 
space plan that will enable Wilm- 
ington to take advantage of state 
grants. I have urged the Town 
Manager to see to it that an open 
space plan is completed as soon as 
possible. 


3) Education Reform: 

What will you do to assure that 
Education Reform is funded by 
the state in a manner that is fair 
to all towns in Massachusetts? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: There 
have been other attempts to 
reform our Education Program in 
the past by the Legislature and the 
Executive branch of government, 
but none has been as far reaching

level by the year 2000. 

Although I didn’t vote for the 
bill originally because I felt there 
would be inadequacies, especially 
if the funding were lacking. I have 
supported this line item every 
year to ensure that the dollars 
would be there. 

The ideal time to address the 
formula would be when we review 
the whole pa which will 
probably be discussed again in the 
year 2000. 

After the year 2000, the funding 
isn’t specified in the legislation. 

In order to make changes, the 
whole question of aid will have to 
be addressed. Prior to this time, I 
would sit down with both commu- 
nities, which would include Super- 
intendents of Schools, School 
Committees, Finance Committees, 
Selectmen and Town Managers. 
Both communities are affected 
differently under the plan. 

The State League of Women 
Voters did an excellent in-depth 
study of Ed Reform and the inad- 
equacies of the formula. Their 
findings will be taken into consid- 
eration when this matter is dis- 
cussed. 

A. Mike Newhouse: The future 
of Education Reform is one of the 
most important issues in this cam- 
paign. The Education Reform Act 
of 1993 was enacted to serve four 
goals: (1) To increase student 
achievement; (2) To improve ac- 
countability for the success or fail- 
ure of education; (3) To make edu- 
cation more innovative and (4) To 
create equity. 

As a state representative, I 
would fight to make sure that 
whatever future funding mecha- 
nism is implemented will allow 
Wilmington and Tewksbury to 
receive their fair share of state 
funds. Apparently, Representative 


Rep. Jim Miceli 


Miceli agrees with me that the 
funding formula currently penal- 
izes communities which have 
made a commitment to adequate- 
ly funding education at the local 
level. However, during the debate 
leading up to the enactment of 
Education Reform, and indeed 
during the five years since pas- 
sage, neither Representative 
Miceli nor the House Leadership 
has offered any legislation that 
addresses this problem 


4) Managed Care: 

What legislation would you pro 
pose to ensure a patient's right to 
high quality care in the current 
managed care environment? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: We have 
engrossed managed care reforms 
bills both in the House and the 
Senate. The different versions are 
under discussion. There are as- 
pects of the Senate version which 
I support which should also be 
included in the final version. 

The need for reform has been 
driven home to me time and time 
again by the, number of constitu- 
ents who have called with com- 
plaints concerning their medical 
care. I fought on their behalf to 
make sure they got the health care 
they deserved. I took care of an 
elderly parent's health needs and 
had to battle with hospitals and 
doctors and the system to make 
sure she got her medical needs 
taken care of. 

Managed Care __ legislation 
should include the following: there 
shouldn’t be financial incentive 
programs for providers that effect 
patients. Consumers should have 
information available including a 
report card so that they can com- 
pare plans. Plans have to be 
forced to respond to complaints 
about service and coverage expe- 
ditiously. Appeals by terminally ill 
patients should be fast tracked 
There should be no undue inter- 
ference by the plan between the 
member and the doctors and hos- 
pitals. Plans have to provide 
important information to mem- 
bers and potential applicants. 
There should be places to go for 
members to have their complaints 
heard and to get information. 
Consumers should be able to go to 
an emergency room directly with- 
out interference and red tape. Pa- 
tients utilizing specialist care 
shouldn't have to go through re- 
peated referrals that can interfere 
with their treatment. A doctor 
should be able to discuss treat- 
ment with patients and advocate 
for them. 


A. Mike Newhouse: I support 
strong managed care reform mea- 
sures, which would ensure every- 
one has access to quality, afford- 
able healthcare. Moreover, I sup 
port a patients’ bill of rights to 
guarantee everyone is allowed to 
chose his/her own doctors, to see 
a specialist, and to visit the clos- 
est hospital regardless of whether 
the nearest hospital is under con- 
tract with the HMO. 

Every patient must have the 
right to sue HMO’s that have pro- 
vided irresponsible care, 
Furthermore, an oversight board 
with accreditation power must be 
created in order to ensure that 
HMO’s that sacrifice quality care 
for the s of a higher Prof 
margin are penalized. 


5) Welfare Reform: 

What will you do to prevent 
harm to children under the cur- 
rent Welfare Reform Act? 

A. Rep. James Miceli: We have 
already takeri steps via targeted 
budget appropriations to help 
eliminate any potential problem 
that could effect children under 
the Welfare Reform Act 

We have allocated $13,000,000 
for the children’s Medical Security 
Plan for children who don't quali- 
fy for health care coverage under 
MASS Health, $17,000,000 in the 
Employment Services Child Care 
Program; $15,000,000 to fund ap- 
proximately 5,000 new child care 
slots for low income working fam- 
ilies; $85,000,000 under the 
Department of Education for com- 
munity partnership grants to find 
child care and related services to 
working families with children 
ages 3-4 

Finally, we will have to track 
the effect of the Welfare Reform 
Act as it relates to children. 

A. Mike Newhouse: I oppose 
any severance in benefits to those 
recipients who have children. 

1 also believe that we need to 
provide additional childcare so 
parents have an affordable, de- 
pendable place to care for their 
children while they are at work, or 
even while searching for work. We 
can accomplish this objective by 
offering tax incentives to employ- 
ers who provide childcare services 
or benefits: by more state funding 
for expanded after school pro- 
grams and __ pre-kindergarten 
schools; and implementing state 
scholarship and loan forgiveness 
programs to students who get a 
degree in childcare.

he was a guard on the line. 

"It doesn't matter to me where I 
play, just as long as I do," said the 
English Major with a concentra- 
tion on elementary education, hop- 
ing to be a teacher at first and 
maybe a principal or a superinten- 
dent of schools thereafter. "If [had 
a choice I would play tackle. Last 
year I played in the first two games 
and broke my kneecap. I was out 
the next four weeks, came back and 
did it again. 

"I actually thought about not 
playing this year because of the 
injuries I've gone through. But the 
more I thought about it, the more I 
wanted to play and the more I knew 
that I needed to play. You only 
have so many years to play football 
before your career is over and I 
want to keep it going as long as I 
can," he said. 

At a6'3, 275-pound frame, Caira 
said there is no comparison be- 
tween the life of a high school foot- 
ball player at Wilmington, com- 
pared to one at Assumption College 
in Worcester. 

"It's a heck of a lot more com- 
petitive here in college," he said. " 
I mean the players are so much 
more bigger, stronger and faster. 
Our first game is against Long Is- 
land University of CW Post and 
when we went against them last 
year, I matched up with a guy who 
was 6'6 and over 300 pounds. There

Although the team has a great 
new coaching staff, according to 
Caira, Assumption College will most 
likely go through at least one more 
rebuilding season. With the first

“An increasing number of 
bears in central Mass. are com- 
ing into the northeast part of the 
state,” Davis said. 

He added that the bear popu- 
lation is increasing by six to 
eight percent per-year. 

“Moose are also on the 
increase,” Davis said, “and peo- 
ple should be aware of them.” 

He estimates the moose popu- 
lation to be in the hundreds and 
the coyote population in the 
thousands.

In battle 
in Reading 


“The sounds of cannons roll 
over the hills in waves, along 
with the sounds of light 
artillery, as smoke from both 
types of weapons fills the area 
with a haze so thick it’s impossi- 
ble to see through,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Eventually it clears, allow- 
ing a startling view; hundreds of 
men, some wounded, others 
dead, strewn across the ground 
as far as one can see. 

“This is Gettysburg, 1998. 

“Reading resident Chris 
Coveney is a First Sergeant in 
the Fifth Massachusetts Battery 
of Light Artillery, and he attend- 
ed the re-enactment of the 
Battle at Gettysburg this year 
for its 135th anniversary, a trip 
he will never forget. 

“When the troops come 
across, you look out and know 
that you’ve waited for this 
moment all your life, said 
Coveney. ‘This was probably the 
most men in Gettysburg since 
1865 on the field at the same 
time? 

“Coveney has lived in 
Reading his whole life, and his 
love of the Civil War and re- 
enactments started developing 
when he was very young. 

“T started re-enacting when I 
was still in high school,’ said 
Coveney. ‘A leader in my scout 
troop was involved in it, and he 
asked if I wanted to go along 
one time with he and his son for 
the bicentennial. I saw what 
they did and how they treated 
me, not as a kid but as a fellow 
member, and I thought that was 
neat...”

In ‘train’ing 
in Wilmington 

“Residents, business owners. 
and several local board mem- 
bers packed the Town Hall...to 
voice disapproval and to show 
support for the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority's 
new commuter rail station 
design,” notes the “Wilmington 
‘Town Crier.” 

“The station, which is expect- 
ed to cost approximately $5.2

Action Glass, 
Wilmington Grain, and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars post 
would be relocated while Big 
Joe's restaurant and Bagels to 
Boston remain on the site. 

“‘T own a business on the 
main drag and I would hate to 
be relocated to some back- 
street,’ said Selectman Michael 
McCoy, the proprietor of 
Michael's Place. ‘I wouldn't 
want to put anyone in a situation 
that would affect their liveli- 
hood’ 

“Planning Board member 
Carol Hamilton agreed. ‘In tak- 
ing away these businesses, you 
are eliminating half of the 
downtown business,’ she said.

ed that pet animals and birds 
such as ducks and geese have 
been attacked and eaten by coy- 
otes. 

Collins and Stache believe 
that the coyote sightings are the 
Eastern Coyote. 

MassWildlife information on 
the animal describes it as about 
the size of a medium sized 
German Shepard, but with 
longer thicker fur. They have a 
long bushy black-tipped tail that 
is usually carried pointed down. 

Their snout is long and slen- 
der and the ears are pointed and 
erect. The pelts of the Eastern 
Coyote range from the more 
common grayish-black to the 
less common blonde or tan. 

Although the animals are 
normally predators eating small 
animals such as rodents, rabbits 
and sometimes deer, birds

“Deer cause a problem by 
eating shrubs,” Berg said. 

He also noted that automo- 
biles are a natural enemy of the 
deer. 

“The lucky ones find their 
way to Harold Parker State 
Forest,” Collins said. “The 
unlucky ones get run over.”

Stache added, “The important 
thing is to stop the availability 
of food.” 

According to Davis, the bears 
that were spotted in the early 
part of the summer were 
scrounging for food and in fact 
the reports from Lexington stat- 
ed that the bears were attacking 
bird feeders. 

Davis noted that later in the 
year the bears will retreat into 
the woods where they can find 
plenty of berries and other good 
food to eat. 

Skunks are on the increase in 
Massachusetts this year as rac- 
coons seem to be on the 
decrease. 

In Reading, Animal Control 
Officer Susan Tapley reports, 
“We've seen everything, mostly 
fox and coyote lately.” 

The fox included a personal 
sighting when it came through 
Tapley’s front yard. 

Moose were reported in both 
Reading and Wakefield about 
two years ago but none have 
been seen as of late. 

“People want to be careful 
and cautious (when they spot 
the wild animals),” Tapley said. 

In Wakefield, Stache said that 
an otter was spotted in the 
Reedy Meadow off of Audubon 
Road this year but he believes 
that it was later run over by a 
car, 
“It had a beautiful coat of 
black, shiny fur,” Stache said. 
“It was very pretty.” 

Bird life has been popular 
this year as well. Hawks have 
been spotted in the area of 
Burlington High School, where 
Stebbins said that it was 
believed they had a nest on the 
roof. 

About a month ago an injured 
hawk was removed from the 
high school by state authorities. 
It is not known what has 
become of the bird since then. 

The Reedy Meadow is a 
haven for a lot of bird sightings 
as is Horn Pond in Woburn, 
where a blue heron has been 
spotted this year. 

The animal control officers 
offer the following tips for 
homeowners to protect their 
pets and children: 

Bird feeders should not be 
attached to poles or fences. 
They should be kept on a wire 
about five to six feet off of the 
ground; 

Keep garbage enclosed or in 
a closed barrel; and 

*Don’t leave dog or cat food 
outside, especially at night.

Ils solar power practical? 


Life is almost unthinkable 
without electric lights, central 
heating and air conditioning. 
But these creature comforts 
are using up fossil fuels at a 
furious rate and adding mighti- 
ly to atmospheric pollution. 

By contrast, solar power 
would be free, clean and vir- 
tually inexhaustible. But is it 
practical? 

Along comes a new exhibi- 
tion that says yes. “Under the 
Sun; An Outdoor Exhibition of 
Light” at the Cooper-Hewitt 
National Design Museum in 


New York runs through Oct. 25. 
Its purpose is to demonstrate 
successful efforts to harness 
the sun’s power for home and 
industry. 

Although somewhat far 
afield from the museum's usual 
displays of decorative arts, the 
exhibit fits into its mission of 
exploring the role of design in 
daily life, says museum direc- 
tor Dianne H. Pilgrim. The out- 
door exhibit also makes use of 
the museum's south-facing gar- 
den, an ideal location for a dis- 
play powered by solar energy 


because it receives sunlight all 
day. 

The exhibit concentrates on 
photovoltaics, the most promis- 
ing technology, tracing its his- 
tory back to 1839 and French 
scientist Edmund Becquerel. 
He discovered that photovoltaic

Solar power 


From S-10 
Becquerel’s breakthrough 
remained unused until 1954 
when scientists at Bell 
Laboratories who were trying 


to develop a power source for 
rural telephone systems redis- 
covered photovoltaics. By 1958, 
photovoltaics was being used 
as a power source for space 
satellites. In 1975, the U.S. 
government began an_ all-out 
push to encourage use of the 
technology 

These days, photovoltaic 
cells are generating energy in 
buildings, powering _ street 
lights, traffic signals and emer- 
gency telephones, lighting bus 
shelters, and _ furnishing 
temporary power before an 
electric grid goes up or in 
remote areas where it is not 
practical to provide other 
forms of electricity 

Highlights of the exhibit are 
a glass pavilion and a tensile 
structure, or tent. Both provide 
shelter and generate elec- 
tricity. 

The pavilion, designed by 
architect and solar expert 
Gregory Kiss of New York, is 


made up of 54 panels of clear 
and photovoltaic glass to gen- 
erate power for the structure's 
ventilation system and lighting. 

This number of panels, at an 
approximate cost of $120 each, 
could supply the electricity 
needs of a 2,500-square-foot 
house. 

“Five years ago, the same 
quantity of PV panels would 
have cost about twice as much 
and five years from now it will 
probably be considerably less,” 
said Kiss 

Thin-film photovoltaic 
panels are laminated directly 
onto the fabric of the three- 
sided tent designed by New 
York architect Nicholas 
Goldsmith. The panels light the 
pavilion and power a large 
lawn sundial 

The tent is a prototype for a 
power station that could pro- 
vide light, refrigeration and 
communications in a remote 
area without an electric grid, 
Goldsmith said. Larger units of 
the same type could furnish 
electricity for a small village 

A solar-powered decorative 
fountain and a solar clock and 
sundial with 12 chairs in a cir- 
cle are also on display. The col 
lectors in each chair tell time

Those who wonder if the sun 
could provide the huge amount 
of electricity used now and in 
the future can relax. The sun 
light reaching Earth in one day 
is equal to 6,000 timer the ener 
gy used daily all over the 
world. 


Photovoltaic modules cur 
rently can produce approxi 
mately 100 megawatts of elec 
tric generating power a year. A 
megawatt is 1 million watts 
Production costs have fallen, 
although not enough to com: 
pete with inexpensive power 
available from the electric 
grid 


“The true goal is for solar 
generation of electricity to 
equal or lower the cost of other 
methods,” said Lucy Fellowes, 
curator of the exhibit. “At that 
point, solar will become a real 
contender.”

Q: I'm replacing some bad 
pecilone of copper water pipe, 
Can I use PVC pipe for the 
repairs? 

A: Plastic water pipe can be 
joined to steel and copper pipe 
by means of plastic threaded 
adapters. Both male and fe- 
male plastic adapters are 
available. One end of the 
plastic adapter is glued to the 
plastic pipe and the other 
threaded into a fitting or onto a 
pipe. When joining plastic 
water pipe to existing metal 
piping, wrap the male threads 


with plastic pipe joint sealant 
tape. Because plastic female 
adapters can expand when 
threaded onto male threads, a 
better choice is to use a plasti¢ 
male adapter threaded into an 
iron or copper female adapter 
or fitting
